LAND TAX IN ENGLAND. 


A Talk With Henry George—How His Doo 
trines Are Received in Great Britain. 


the Post-Dispatch. 


ONDON, December 8. 
—Henry George sailed 
for home on the 
Btruria to-day. A 
throng of friends at 
Liverpool escorted him 
to the steamer and 
cheered him as he 
started on his voyage. 
Though he came here 
to rest, George has been obliged to make 
speeches almost in spite of himself. His land- 
tax doctrines have made wonderful progress 
in England since he was here five years ago 
and everybody wanted to hear him talk. 
Thursday he addressed many prominent Lon- 
don clergymen from Dr. Parker's puipit,Oity 
Tempic. Last night he spoke to a big meeting 
at Birmingham. George came here whon the 
land purchase bill was in the throes of Pariia- 
mentand has been a close student of its 
progress and effect on the People. One paper 
here claimed that George said in conversa- 
tion that the land purchase act would kill 
the Irish National movement, because it 
would make the farmers fairly prosperous 
and contented. Before he sailed George 
talked with the PosT- DISPATCH representative 
about the effects of the bill from his point of 
view. He said: . 

ITS EFFECT IN ENGLAND. 
viftually kills the principle of 
purchase in Great Britain. The 
opposition of Gladstone, Parnell and 
their followers towards the five wmill- 
ion appropriation for buying out more 
Irish landlords determines that almost be- 
yondadoubt. The action of the Liberal lead- 
ers in Parliament and the Liberal conference 
has a similar effect on Great Britain as Cleve- 
land’s message had on the tariff question in 
America. As the attitade of the 
President in favor of a reduction 
of the protective tariff set the weight of the 
Democratic party against protection in toto, 
so the position taken by the Liberal leaders 
againstthe Tory measure of land purchasc 
puts the body of their party against the prin- 
ciple. Whata little while ago would have 
been scouted as too radical for serious 
consideration has now the flavor of Liberal 
orthodoxy, and this is a great advan- 
tage, giving to it the aid of the 
Liberal organization and machinery. It is 
of course, impossible to say what the Torys 
may beable to do, anyway, as to legislation 
for Ireland during the present continuance of 
their power, but it is quite clear to me that the 
body of the English people are already 
against further purchases of Irish land and 
this feeling will spread and increase in bitter- 
ness with every fresh proposition to pur- 
chase. 

THE FEELING IN IRELAND. 

„What about the Irish feeling?“ asked the 
Pos r- DISPATCH correspondent. 

»The Irish tenants are, of course, in favor 
of all they can get, and 
the proposition comes 
to them as an imme- 
diate reduction in 
rent plus ownership 
ofthe land at the end 
of forty-nine years. 

Others, who would op- 
pose any proposition 
to buy out the Irish Henry George. 
landiords at the expense or risk of the Irish 
people, are not disinclined to see them 
bought out at the expense of British tax- 
payers. The Irish leaders cannot oppose the 
principle of land purchase, as since they have 
been advocating itthe social side of their 
policy has had regard simply to the benefit of 
the agricultural tenant; but political 
necessity puts them in opposition to 
Tory purchase measures because they are 
Tory measures, and they fully realize how the 
pecification of Irish tenants dy converting 
them into land owners must weaken their own 
political power.’’ 

RESPECTING HOME RULE. 

„What will be the effect of land purchase on 
the Home Rule movement?’’ George was 
asked, 

„Wherever the purchase act takes hold it 
must convert the tenantry into an 
extremely conservative class. The Tory 
calculation that it will duld up 
in Ireland a strong bulwark for landlora- 
ism is doubtiess true.

THE MEN BEHIND THES MOVEMENT. 

it u true, continued Mr, George, that 
many ot the men who are now begifining to 
talk of the necessity of taxing ground values 
only desire to go a little way, but that is the 
reason why on this line the greatest strength 
can be concentrated against the least resist- 
ance. Such men as William Sanders, whose 
alm is the complete destruction of landlord- 
ism, are now pulling togéther with such men 
as Lord Hobhouse and Lord Compton, 
who only see the gross injustice of putting 
all taxes on improvements and letting the 
landlord go free. They are alike in tavor of 
making a start. Where they shall stop 1 an- 
other question. The same law which makes 
it difficult to start a body at rest makes it dif- 
ficult to stop it when once in motion.’’ 

On which side of the Atiantic do you con- 
sider the movement most advanced?’’ 

„When I left New York I thought it was on 
our side; but Lam not so sure of that now. 
Strong forces are gathering here and the 
political situation is such as will certainly ere 
long bring them into intense political activity. 
The Tory policy in land purchase 
must force the Libera! party to 
become radicalized both by pressure 
from below, and their desire to remain in 
power. One of the agencies which I look 
upon as important is the extension bere of the 
Knights of Labor. They are rapidly spread- 
ing, and have taken up the land question as 
the central idea upon which to work. I Dave 
ad iressed many of them, and find them earn- 
est and as well informed as any single-tax 
audience in New York.’’ 

VONDITION OF LABOR. 

How do you find the relative edn dition of 
labor in the two countries?“ 

It is on the whole not so good here as in 
the United States, aud for that reason the 
workingmen are not as a body so in- 
dependent or so quick in thought, 
but they are making rapid progress. 
The new County Councils are certain 
to havea strong democratic effect, particu- 
larly in London, where the idea of local self- 
government is broadening and deepening.’’

At Outs With His Party—Minister Phelps— 
Sackville’s Successor—British Topics. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, December 
8. — Randolph 
Churchill’s attack 
on the Govern- 
ment continues to 
be aiscussed in the 
various clubs. It 
is admitted by all 
parties that Lord 
Randolph has not 
achieved any 
marked success in 
5 compelling econ- 
omy in the army and navy, but there can be 
no doubt that upon the civil service and other 
estimates he has in the last three 
years saved the country many thousands 
of pounds yearly. No other Member of Far- 
liament bas done as well in this respect. But 
for him Mr. Akers Douglas would have drawn 
and stiil be @rawing £10,000 a year upon his 
personal receipt from the consolidated fund, 
with liberty to spend the money in support of 
the coercion policy in parliamentary elec- 
tions. But for him the two vacant seats in the 
Board of Custems would have been filled 
afd the country charged with £2,400 a year. 
He has been sincere, and extremely 
useful in the matter of economy and his influ- 
ence in that direction is at present more con- 
spicudus than his political faults. Five years 
ago, when Sir Stafford Northcote, Mr. Smith 
and Sir R. Cross were far more troubled by 
Lord Randolph Churchill than Mr. Smith 10 
just now, there was talk in Tory councils that 
some suitable exile should be found for him 
when the Tories came into power. But the 
talk died away when it was found that Lord 
Randolph was the Minister-maker in 1885, and 
now with abundant youth and time on his side 
he ean well afford to wait fora return of the 
tide of political fortune. 
PHELPS TO RETURN, 

It is almost certain that Minister Phelps will 
return to America before his successor is ap- 
pointed. In fact, he has practically made ar- 
rangcemepts to go home in January and will 
not take rooms at a hotel after leaving his 
present house in Lowndes Square. Some of 
his relatives in America who were to have ar- 
rived here to-day, were cabled not to come. 
Matters here have not been particularily 
pleasant for Phelps since the Sackville 
incident, and now that England has 
no Minister at Washington Phelps’ position 
has become disagreeable to him. I¢ is his de- 
sire to return to America as soon as possible. 
If hie present plans are carried out, Secretary 
Henry White will soon be in charge of the Le- 
gation, to remain until Phelps’ successor ig 
appointed,

THE PANAMA CAPAL. 

The subscriptions to the Panama Canal 
Co.’s shares will close on Wednesday next. 
It is almost certain that the $2,000,000 worth 
of certificates which M. de Lesseps deems 
necessary to the completion of the work will 
not be taken, hence it is believed that 
the Government will negotiate with the 
company with the end in view of pre- 
venting the ruim of half a million of poor 
holders of the now comparatively worthless 
shares. The Goverment will not move in the 
matter until the result of the company’s efforts 
to raise the required sum by subscription is 
known, but there are reasons for believing 
that the Ministry will not permit the stupen- 
dous work to elip from the grasp of 
France for the sake of saving a 
few million frances. The enterprise is 
not without bitter enemies, however, since 
La Panama, a newspaper started and conduct- 
ed in opposition to M. de Lesseps, prints the 
following paragraph, inclosed within mourn- 
ing borders: We shail print a special edi- 
tion giving full details of the death-knell of 
the canal. 

EVICTIONS IN IRELAND. 


Prof. Stewart has thrown a bombshell into 
the camp of the Times by publishing 
voluminous statistics of the number 
of farms in Ireland from which tenants 
have been evicted. Of 687 farms he says 
only thirty-two have been relet to bona fide 
fenants and many of the large remainder have 
been vacant for three years. One of the os- 
tensible objects of the coercion act, he points 
out, wasto facilitate the reletting of derelict 
farms and the professor claims, as he like- 
wise shows that the law has failed to fulfil its 
mission. The renewal of evictions 
from the estate of Lord Clanricarde 
is extremely annoying to the Government in 
view of the fact that the Irish estimates are 
now being considered in the House of Com- 
mons. Several of the Ministers have person- 
ally entreated His Lordship to forego his pol- 
icy of wholesale ejection, at least until after 
the disposition of the House of Commons of 
the Irish estimates, the discussion of which 
is causing Mr. Balfour no end ot 
annoyance. Lord Olanricarde, however, 
has turned a deaf ear to all of the appeals 
made to him and it is more than likely that his 
proverbial thrift will prevall against the Goy- 
ernment’s profligacy of expenditures for 
party advantage to the end of stultifying the 
minister who shall have the temerity to ex- 
plain in the representative body the future 
ministerial course in Ireland.

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THE “KING OF KINGS.” 


Why the Shah of Persia Changed His Mind 
on a Diplomatic Question. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Nispatch. 
LONDON, Devember 8. 
OME surprise is 
manifested here that 
the Persian Govern- 
ment had yielded to 
the demand of Russia 
to grant an exqua- 
teur to the officer 
delegated to act as 
Russian Consul at 
Meshed and is re- 
garded as a straw 
showing the direc- 
tion of the wind on the Russo- Persian frontier. 
Several months ago it was given out from 
Teheran that the King of Kluge, Nassar 
Ed-Din, Shah of Persia, would make a tour of 
the European continent, the especial feature 
of which would be a visit to St. Petersburg, 
where he would pay his re-pects to the Czar 
of all the Russias. At the time the announce- 
ment of the Shah’s proposed trip was made 
it was supposed, and indeed nobody doubted, 
that England was endeavouring to 
secure from Persia a concession per- 
mitting the passage of British troops across 
Persian territory, a privilege which Russia 
never thought of asking for, but availed her- 
self of whenever she found it necessary to ex- 
ercise it. It was presumed then that the 
Shah was going to St. Petersburg to make 
terms with the Czar on the basis of admitting 
or excluding the transit of English soldiers, 
assuming that Russia could and would offer 
more than England for the right to invade or 
the choice of rendering neutral the Persian 
territory coveted forthe purpose of making 
advantageous military movements. . 
Suddenly it was discovered that England 
saw no necessity forthe presumed advantage 
of transporting troops through the Persian 
sands and simultaneously it was revealed to the 
Russian autocrat that his dread of Nihilist 
dirks, bombs, revolvers, etc., would not be 
in any degree allayed by the presence in Rus- 
sia ofthe Shah. The feelings of the Czar in 
this matter were broken gently tothe Shah 
with that refinement of Russian delicacy 
which is something akin to  strik- 
ing @ man on the head with an axe 
and forthwith the ‘‘King of Kings’’ was 
persuaded that he would better remain at 
home. Having resolved to continue business 
at the old stand Nassar-Ed-Din, with true 
Oriental regard forthe amenities of royalty, 
proceded to notify the Czar of his intention 
by refusing to grant an exquateur to the Rus- 
sian Consul at Meshed. This actof resent- 
ment on the part of the Shah against a 
brother monarch, who, profiting by 
the experience of others of his 
ilk, had decided to have his car- 
pets, bedding, etc., soiled by a ‘‘pagan 
brute’’ was promptiy taken cognizance 
of by the Czar’s government, with the intima- 
tion that, though-the Shah might not visit his 
Russian brother, the latter would by proxy 
visit him in a never-to-be-forgotten manner 
if the Consul was not immediately recognized 
and otherwise made perfectly at home. The 
significance of all thist is that when next Per- 
sian territory is overrun by foreign troops the 
invaders will be Russians.

The economic branch will 
make a fight to cut off appropriations 
for the completion of the State- house, 
State University, ilitary Academy, 
State Militia, etc. There is great 
indignation among the conservative’s people 
in the State. It isfeared by some that the 
economics will do something which will in- 
jure the credit of the State and Hyg the 
refunding, at reduced interest, of $6,000, of 
the State debt, due in a few years. if they 
should do this it would cost the State 
$120,000 annually, or more than will be gained 
by all reductions.

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‘BEHIND CLORED DOORS.” 

The law against gambling in this city 
was practically nullified in the Court of 
Criminal Correction yesterday. 

Detectives MopeRty and KELLY were 
fined $50 for breaking into aroom in which 
they suspected that a game was in 
progress, and in which evidences of gam- 
bling were discovered. Judge Noonan in- 
structed the jury to find a verdict of 
guilty if they believed that the 
door had been broken without 
a legal warrant to do 0. 
While this decision may be technically 
correct in accordance with the constitu- 
tional provision protecting citizene from 
unreasonable searoh or seizure of person 
or property, the effect of it is manifest. 
The room which was broken into was 
kept by a notorious gambler and gaming- 
house keeper, and the detectives were 
morally certain that gambling was con- 
ducted within it. They assumed the risk 
in order to capture evidence, as detectives 
frequently do in oases where evidence 
cannot otherwise be seoured. It is usually 
regarded as justification of an act of this 
kind that evidence of crime is secured and 
the technical violation of the law is over- 
looked or is punished by purely nominal 
penalties, 

Should this decision stand and other 
juries actas severely toward detectives, 
gambling can be carried on with impunity 
in St. Louis solely on condition that it be 
done behind closed doors. officer will 
dare force open a door of a gambling 
house without a warrant. On the other 
hand, the chance of securing evidence of 
gambling on which to base a formal war- 
rant is slim and generally the securing of 
the warrant is equivalent to warning the 
gamblers. ot 

The fight against gathbling in this city 
has been a bitter one. It has been a fight 
to the death against a powerful ring 
which in the beginning controlled the city 
through the worst form: of boodle and 
political corruption, The people of St. 
Louis, backed by the people of the State, 
are determined that the terrible evil shall 
not be revived. It the present law does 
not squelch gambling, another more strin- 
gent one, with more effective provisions, 
will be demanded and passed by the Legis- 
lature. Gamblers can take notice that 
they will not be tolerated in St. Louis. 


A LOCAL LESSON. 

The story of the “Solid Seven” of the 
City Council as told in our columns of 
yesterday is a piece of ancient history 
with which the local Jegisiators of to-day 
would do well to refresh their memories. 

It has been only. five years since the 
Solid Seven undertook to defy public sen- 
timent, and not one of them has been 
elected to office since, They were rele- 
gated to private life without ceremony 
and without regret, and even now not oue 
of them would hope to succeed in an ap- 
peal to the suffrages of his fellow-citizens.

Ry Telegranh to the Post-DISPATOR. 

New Tonk, December 8.—Great excitement 
prevails here in the army and navy circies 
over the probable trouble with Hayti. Orders 
are expected any moment for the ships 


in the Brooklyn navy yard to put to 
sea and make a show of their powers to 
the Haytiens. The officers are eager and bope 
that they will find excuse for training their 
guns on the natives’ huts before long. 

The Brooklyn navy yard presented an active 
appearance thie morning. Gangs of sailors 
were busy hauling heavy guns for shipment 
on the Chicago and other cruisers now be- 
ing prepared for a long voyage. Ona board 
the Galena, Richmond and Yantic, the three 
vessels ordered to be got ready at once for sea 
service, the greatest bustle was manifested 
this mornfng. 

The Galena appears to be nearly ready 
to start, and men say they 
expect to the nav yard 
for Haytion Monday or Tuesday at the latest. 
The Richmond is not in so advanced a state, 
andis not likely to proceed on her voyage 
quite as soon, while the Yantic has a lurge 
amount to be done, as the deoks are yet out of 
place. A big force of men is, however, at 
work upon her and everything is progressing 
with great po soe f A torce of sailors, num- 
bering 144, arrived at the Brooklyn navy yurd 
this morning and were landed atthe coal 
dock. From this they were transferred to 
the receivin ship, whence they will 
be detailed to the vessels requiring their ser- 
vices. The men left the Charleston Nav 
ard yesterday dy the Old Colony line at 
o'clock p. m. 

They were under the orders during the trip 
of Lieutenant- Commander Farenholdt, Lieut. 
Shepily and Sailmaker Boreuni, all of whom 
expect to be assigned to one or the other 
of the vessels now being prepared for sea. A 
force of marines are also under orders to get 
ready to join the vessels, which will be fully 
manned and officered before starting.

Galena is reported to be 20 strong, with 

twenty-four officers under command of 
Capt. G. W. Sumner. 

The Richmond, it is expected, will be com- 
manded by Capt. Allen PF.

The detail 
of officers will, however, be made up, 
at Washington and the lists forwarded to Rear 
Admiral Gherardi, the commandant of the 
navy yard. The armament of the Galena con- 
sists of one 60-pounder and six nine-inch 
guns. A full supply of ammunition is already 
on board. 

Rear- Admiral Luce, who is in command of 
the North Atlantic squadron, is expected to 
join the Richmond, whicn isto be the flag- 
ship during the expedition, at Fortress Mon- 
roe, although it is possible he may come to 
New York for that purpose. Admiral 
Gherardi told a reporter that he 
had received no further orders 
and could not say when the vessels would 
start for their destinations.

A CONVICT cuts HIS THROAT. 


Sent Up for Three Years for Stealing a Par- 
rot He Suicides.

For winning blood this breeding cannot well 
be equaled, Ben D'or having won 
the Derby in 1880, and his sire, Doncaster 
the Derby of 1873. Macaroni, the sire of 
Lily Agnes, was the winner in 1868, and so on 
back almost to the origin of racing in En- 
gland. In 1885, when a 2-year-old, Ormonde 
won a post stake at the Newmarket second 
October meeting and followed this by winning 
the Criterion stakes and Dewhurst plate at 
the Houghton meeting. The following year, 
being entered as a 8-year-old, he won fa turn 
the 2,000 guineas at Newmarket, the Derby at 
Epsom, St. James Palace, and the Hardwicke 
stakes at Ascot, the St. Leger at Doncaster, 
the great Goal stakes and Newmarket, St. 
Leger, at the first October meeting, the 
champion atthe second Newmarket, and the 
free handicap at Houghton.

Banker Lauferty Goes to Dinner and a Bur- 
glar Goes for His Cash.

ForT WAYNE, Ind., December 8.—The neat- 
est and most daring robbery ever recorded in 
Fort Wayne was committed at high noon to- 
day right in the heart of the city with hun- 
dreds of people passing back and forth every 
minute. The scene was on Calhoun street just 
after 12 o’clock to-day. Burglars entered Mr. 
Isaac Lauferty’s private banking house, in 
the Avedne House block, and madeoff with 
some $2,000 in cash and a number of valuables 
but no negotiable securities, without leaving 
a trace that might lead to their 
identity. Mr. Lauferty does a pri- 
vate banking and brokerage business. He was 
once before a victim of a robbery, and a bigh 
iron railing divides bis office inside, in which 
he transacts business, and besides he has bar- 

lar alarm bells runniug into the Avedne 

ouse as another means of protection. He 
locked his banking office at just five minutes 
to 12 0’clock and proceeded to dinner at his 
home on West Berry street. His safe stands 
in the rear part of a fre-prvof vault construct- 
in the room. To this vault is a 
iron door, swinging out. Inside 
two light steel doors, and 
locked before going to the 
The heavy outside door was sim- 
ply closed, not locked. Mr. Lauferty aleo 
ciosed the street doors to his bank building, 
and right here the narrative deepens, for Mr. 
Lauferty was at dinner just thirty minutes. 
During this brief time the robber gained ao- 
cess to the bank office, probably by means of 
skeleton keys, opened the outside door of the 
vault and then with a steel punch drove in the 
lock on the inside of the double door. The 
vault was then open and the thief 
secured the counter money, which Mr.

THE BIRMINGHAM TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. Hawes’ Body Found apd the Citizens 
Frenzied With Indignation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcs. a 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala, December 8.—The ex- 
citement here over the horrible triple mur - 
der continues unabated. Last nightall indi- 
cations pointed to mie early recovery of 
Mrs. Hawe’s body, and this was accom- 
plished at noon to-day. On dragging Lake 
View her body was found about twenty 
yards from the boat-house towards 
the center of the lake and was held to the 
bottom by means of heavy prices of railroad 
iron, which were tied around her waist and 
neck. These pieces of heavy iron were tied 
to the body by a red cord, identified positively 
as having u out froma window inthe Hawes 
residence. There was a hole in tne back of 
the head behind the ear, evidently made by 
some blunt instrument, presumably made by 
an axe or a pick, and which had beyond doubt 
caused the death ‘of the woman. Her 
right hand was badly stained across the 
back as if injured lu a straggle for life, and 
the appearance of the face and bands indi- 
cated that the body had been in the water sev- 
eral Gays. As it la upon the 
bank, the curious and in ant spectators 
who crowded around was momentarily in- 
creased until itewelled into a multitude. The 
feeling of horror, indignation and rage in- 
creased with each moment until it threatened 
to become a frenzy. Fierce threats of ven- 
geance were heard coming from lips 
the people of have been 
used to and they know they mean 
what they say and strong men almost oried in 
the intensity of their excitement. Nothing 
approaching it has ever been witnessed in 
this city. Itis now thought that the little 
girl whose body lies at Lockwood & Millers 
was one of the witnesses of the terrible 
crime. 

Under the fear of death she confided it to no 
one except the woman, Fannie Bryant, and 
Albert Patterson, both of whom were cogn!- 
zant of the borrible deed.

BIG THINGS PROMISED. 


A Proposed Barge Line to Compete for 
Western Freights.

PITTSBURG, Pa., December 8.—Some of 
Pittsburg’s heaviest capitalists are interested 
in a proposed big barge line to compete for 
Western and Northwestern heavy freight. It 
will be the greatest competitor that the 
railroads have ever had in the freight 
business. On Thursday next there will be 


offered for sale the steamboats and barges of 
Capt. R. C. Gray, the Pittsburg millionaire 
who died ashort time ago at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, New York City. The new company 
will bid for such of this property as it desires. 
Capt. Gray made his fortune out of his 
Iron Line. Shortly after the sale 
the new company, will receive all Kinds of 
freight for points along the Ohio, Mississipp! 
and Missouri rivers. Traffic arrangements 
will be made with Western railroads, which 
willreceive consignments at St. Louis and 
carry them to inland points. Fast time is to 
be made and the difference in time 
will be offset by the difference in rates. The 
new company will arrange with the Diamond 
Joe Line of steamers, running between St. 
Paul and St. Louls, for the transportation of 
all Northern iron ore used in the numerous 
furnaces of Pittsburg and Western Pennsylva- 
nia. The ore from the Lake Superior mines isto 
be brought to St. Paul, where immense docks 
are to be built. At present the ore comes by 
the lake route and the reloadging will be ob- 
viated. Alabama and Tennessee ores will be 
aeons to Pittsburg for the first time by this 
new line.

The bill avers 
that the Fidelity owes the Western National 
$195,415.37. A credit of $200,000 appears on the 
account. This is by reason of a loan, of es | 
28, 1888, at the epecial instance and request o 
E. L. Harper, Vice President. Ool- 
lateral notes, signed by A. Faber, 
and indorsed by Harper, were given 
therefor,secured by indorsement and delivery 
of four certificates of stock in the Fidelity, 
each certifying that Harper owned 400 shares, 
signed by Hrigge Swift, President, and 
Ammi Baldwin, Cashier, bearing the cor- 
porate seal of the bauk and dated May 26, 1888. 

The notes are worthless and the bill avers 
that the certificates do not reptesent stock of 
the Fidelity National, but were invalid. because 
the authorized capital was only 10,000 shares 
of $100 each, certificates for which have been 
issued before. The Western National takes the 
ground that it has been subrogated to the 
right of the stockholders to recover 
the sums paid on account of the 
proposed increase.

The Case of Willie Maiers Who Was Bratally 
Treated by Dog-Catchers. 


Mayor Francis sent a letter yesterday to City 
Marshal Neiser requesting the latter to make 
an investigation of the case of Willie Maiers, 
the boy who is alleged to have been so brutal- 
ly treated by dog-catchers on October 13.

paper, The provocation was that Willie and 
some other boys are said to have thrown 
stones at the dog-catchers. Since his experi- 
ence the child has been having fits and snarl- 
ing and snapping likea dog. The physician 
who has been attending him has been unable 
todo anything to improve the litttie fellow’s 
condition. 

Marshal Neiser was not at his office yester- 
day morning but he came around in the after- 
noon and received the Mayor's communica- 
tion. ‘‘At the time this thing occurred,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Neiser, the boy’s 
mother came here and complained 
about treatment her son had received at the 
hands ofthe dog-catchners. She did not say 
anything then, however, abouta wire having 
been thrown over his head or his having been 

placed inthe wagon. I investigated the case 
then to acertain extent, but one of the men 
onthe wagon named Burke said they had mere- 
ly caught the boy by the back of the neck and 
kicked him a little, ay | also stated that 
Maiers and other boys had been throw- 
ing stones at them. That was all 
I did in regard to the matter 
then and no further complaint was made un- 
tilnow. This man Burke is no longer with 
us and Iwul have to hunt him up. We only 
run one wagon as a rule and only had one out 
at that time. There are usually three and 
sometimes four men on a wagon. If those 
charges are true those fellows ought to be 
strung up. 

The dog-catcher Burke whom Mr. Nelser 
mentioned is an ¢x-convict known to the 
police as ‘*‘Dadge’’ Burke. This is not the 
iret time dog-catchers have thrown their wire 
nooses over the heads of boys.

Kansas Crrr, Mo., December 8.—A suit 
for an accounting for $215 was brought

He repre- 
sented to Raynor that the monthly receipts of 
the saloon were $800.

Sioux City, Io., December 8.—The excite- 
ment over the evictions of Des Moines river 
land settiers in Webster, Humboldt, Boone 
and Hamilton counties, which for a time, had 
almost subsided, has broken out afresh and 
may yet lead to serious results. About a week 
ago Tnos. Snell, owner of most of the land, 
went to Kansas Cityand deputy marshals were 


instructed to serve no more writs, for cold 
weather was coming on and it would be inbu- 
man to turn the settiers into the cold. The 
settiers who had escaped eviction rested more 
secure, thinking they would be allowed to stay 
in their homes till spring, at least. The pas- 
age of the bil by Congress for their 
relief gave them additional courage and they 
went so far as to hint that further visits of 
officers would be resisted with shot guns. On 
Thursday Snell returned and at once an- 
nounced that the work of eviction would go 
on at once without regard to cold weather or 
anything else. At this announcment the mur- 
murings of resistance became louder and the 
settiers firmly resolved to resist. No writs 
were served, however, and yesterday Snell 
presented an entirely different front and made 
the unexpected announcement that no aject- 
ments would made for the 

resent, as he aid not care to 

e the means of provoking unnecessary 
bloodshed. He also gave out that personal 
appeals would be made to all settiers on dis- 
puted lands to settle at once and save them- 
selves further trouble. There is no trouble, 
but this change of purpose was caused solely 
by the hostile and threatening attitude of the 
farmers, and it has had the effect of making 
them more bold than ever, and they are now 
doubly determined on resistance. Some of 
the evicted farmers have moved back to their 
old homes and declare that they will fight an- 
other attempt to evict them. Just what steps 
will be taken nextis not known, and there is 
much excitementand interest in further pro- 
ceedings.

Mr. Deering says thet ot the hundred and 
fourteen counties of Missourl, all but twenty- 
five, and the city of St. Louis, have voted on 
the license question, under the Wood local 
option law. The fotal vote cast at the elec- 
tions held aggregates, in round numbers, 130,- 
000, and the total majority against license, 20, - 
000. 

The counties which have not voted on the 
proposition are, Benton, Buchanan, Callo- 
way, Carter, Cedar, Cole, Frank- 
lin, Gasconade, Hickory, Howard, 
Jackson, Johnson, Maries, Montgomery, Mor- 
gan, Osage, Perry, Pettis, Platte, Rallis, St. 
Oharies, Ste. Genevieve, St. Louis and War- 
ren. Of these counties Benton, Cedar, Hick- 
ory, Howard, Morgan and Ralls are dry, 

THE SALOONS HAVE BEEN CLOSED 

by the high-liceuse laws. Camden, Maries, 
Platte and Johnson have but two saloons each; 
Calloway, Pettis and Buchanan have none 
outside of the large towns, and Jackson has 
but four outside of Kansas Olty. Gasconade, 
Osage, Franklin, St. Louis, Ste. Genevieve, 
Perry, Warren, Montgomery, St. Charies and 
Cole, have a large German population and 
the saloons in them are of the German 
type. There are no temperance societies in 
these German counties, except one or two 
here and there. No organized effort has been 
made against license in any of them.

HOG CHOLERA IN INDIANA. 


Spread of the Disease Causing Alarm 
Among the Stockmen.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., December 8.,—The pre- 
valence of a disease among the hogsof this 
section and which is causing a serious loss of 
porkers in certain localities, is thought to be 
cholera and several experts have pronounced 
itsuch. It seems to be confined to parts of 
the three counties Pike, Gibson and Warrick, 
though during the past two days it has been 
spreading and causing considerable alarm 
amone farmers. It is learned this as 
that a hastily convened body of the stoc 
men at Oakiand City decided that the spread 
of the disease was attributable totwo causes, 
viz., the eating of the dead hogs by the live 
ones, and the transmission ofthe disease by 
carrion crows. To obviate thie, it was deter- 
mined to burn all of the dead animals and to 
exterminate the buzzards. The success of 
this plan is very problematical, but its results 
willbe watched with keen interest. Many 
hundreds of magnificent hogs hate already 
died, and their number has been daily in- 
creasing.

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WHERE BUDDHA REIGNS. 


THE CURIOUS BELIGION OF THE JAPANESE 
RACE. . 


The Present and Future Prespects of the Re 
ligion—Look at a Temple and a Congre- 
gation—Hundreds of Feet of Cable Rope 
Made of Haman Hair—The Doster 
Buddhas and the Sacred Horses.

Empire. The audience 
room of his temple, 

with its money- 

changers and its 
‘multitude of wor- 
shipers, makes one 
think of the scenes in 
the great temple at 

Jerusalem in the days 
of Christ. It covers half an acre and the ante- 
rooms and chambers of the temple forma 
labyrinth of Japanese apartments walled with 
gold leaf and decorated with costly carvings 
and paintings dy the greatest of Japanese 
artists. 

The Buddhist religion embraces among its 
foilowers one-fourth of all the people in the 
wirld. It contains more believers than any 
other religion, and it is the chief religion of 
Japan. Thereare here 72,000 Buddhist tem- 
pies, and Kiota, which is acity of the size of 
Cincinnati, is said to have 8,500 temples of this 
religion. Still, Buddhism came into Japan 500 
years after Christ was born, though it origi- 
nated 600 years before thattime. The Japanese 
Buddhists have as many sects as Protestant 
Christianity, and these vary widely as to their 
doctrine and their beliefs. The priests of 
many ofthem shave their heads until they 
shine like so many billiard balis, and these 
lead celibate lives. Other sects believe in 
marriage, and the sect of Mr. Akamatzu is one 
of the most liberal of the whole. Its believers 
may be called the Unitarian Protestants of 
Japanese Buddhism, and its theories vary 
widely from the generally accepted ideas of 
Buddhism. 

A PRIEST OF BUDDRAA. 

It was in one of these gorgeous gold-walled 
rooms that I metthe great Buddhist, a short, 
slender, full-bearded, kind eyed man of 45. 
He was dressed in a long black gown of a sort 
ofsilk grenadine, with sleeves which hung 
down like those ofa Japanese lady. a foot or 
so belowthe wrist. His feet were clad in the 
whitest of foot mittens and he had left his 
sandals on the ground outside. I had likewise 
been Wirected to take off my shoes, and thus 


in stocking feet we sat in European chairs and 
talked together. Mr. Akamatzu had spent 
two vears in England about fifteen years 
aso and he spoke our language fluently. 
He talked freely, using a great many illus- 
trations of the most commonplace order, and 
surprised me continually atthe liberality of 
his views andthe wide extent of his reading 
and information. He was very particular in 
his statement that all Buddhists were not 
as he was, and that many of the different 
sects did not look upon religion and Chris- 
tianity as he did, but he said the Buddhists 
believe that they are all going the same way, 
and that the sects will be finally united in the 
Nirvana. 

Mr. Akamatzu said: ‘‘Japan is in a deplor- 
able state as far as religion is concerned. The 
people of the better clusses ure * agnos- 
tics. They believe in no — oy F and though 
the bulk of them are nominally Buddhists, 
they are really § infidels. I believe 
thut an religion is better than 
no religion, and there is at present 
room in Japan for all the work that 
both the Baddhists and the Christians can do. 
When the two religions have conquered the 
empire and the sects come together there may 
be trouble, but not before. We have now our 
preachers and the Christians have their mis- 
sionaries. There is a vast fleld before us, and 
there is room for both te do good. Our teach- 
ings are in many respects the same, and we 
both aim atthe establishment of a better mo- 
rality and the elevation of man. 

DIFFERENT SECTS. 

our idea of religion is far different from 
that of the other Buddhist sects, is it not?’’ I 
asked. 

es, replied the priest, the Buddha we 
worship isthe amita Buddha, the boundless 
Buddha, the chief of all the Buddhas. Amita 
means boundless, and we believe that Buddha 
is boundless in all his attributes. We believe 
he is a god of boundless mercy, of boundless 

oodness and purity, and of boundless light. 

ye believe that his light and life are perfect, 
and our religion ts one of faith and works. 
From the time of putting faith in the saving 
power of Buddha we do not need any power 
of self-help, but need only keep his mercy in 
heart and invoke his name in order to re- 
member him. We believe inthe doctrines of 
cause and effect, and that the state of our 
present life has its causes in what we have 
done in our previous existences up to the 
present. On this account our religion forbids 
all prayers for happiness in the present lite, 
because the events of the present life can not 
be altered by the power of others. We may 
better our condition in the next life by at- 
tending to our moral duties in this, by loving 
each other, and by keeping the laws. 

Then you have the doctrine of transmigra- 
tion of saul?““ 

es, all Buddhists believe in that. We be- 
lieve that mind or soul is never lost. It goes 
from one Sg — te another, rising 
higher or sinking lower in the scale of crea- 
tion, as its actions are good or bad. Some of 
the Buddhists believe in heils. And there is 
atheory that there are eight hot helle aud 
eight cold bells. The eight bot helle are 
states of blazing fire. The eight cold helle 
are those of freezing water. The lower 
classes believe these hells to exist in reality. 
It is with the higher classes much as with the 
brimstone damnation of Christianity. The 
blazing ure and freezing water are not made 
by other beings but by our thoughts alone. 

@ have theories that the lowest and wicked- 
est ot men may spend their next state in the 
souls of beasts or insects. The good man by 
doing his best for the right in this world is 
born witha better soul into transmigration. 
By being good there he rises higher and thus 
goes on 41 by step and life by life until he 
reaches the Nirvana.’’ 

**What is the Nirvana?’’ 

It is bard to explain this in English. I find 
that Christians do not rightly appreciate it. It 
is nota state of soul-anvibilation, as many 
suppose. It is not a negative state, but a pos- 
itive one. Nirvana means eternal happiness 
and it is the state of Buddha. In it we believe 
that all the bad thatis in man’s nature is an- 
nibilated and ali the d continues to grow. 
It is astate in which ali the evil is taken from 
man’s nature and hie happiness comes from 
his appreciation of the true, the beautiful and 
the gees in its perfection. Buddhism believes 
in the extinction of the evil passions of man- 
kind, and that when these are all cut off the 
miserable state of transmigration ends. Cov- 
etousness, anger, Vice, hypocrisy, pride, are 
dead and the pure soul enters the Nirvana.’’

A GREAT TEMPLE. 

In compen with Mr. Akamatzul next took 
a walk 2 this vast temple known in Ja- 
— as the Nishi Hongwan Ji: We walked 

hrough eorridor after corridor in our stock - 
ing feet and inspected room r room car- 

ted with mats and wailed with gold leaf. 

he walls were made of sliding screens and 
upon each of these were paintings by the old 
masters. Priceless carvin of a noted left- 
handed artist, who lived about three hundred 
years ago, formed the frieze work of one side 
of most of the rooms and this was made up of 
birds and animals of life size so accurately cut 
that the seemed to flow 
through them. We visited the 
audience room of the temple, 
roof of which is upheld by immense pi 
and the floor of whieh takes 94 yards of 
matting to cover it. The ceiling was made of 
richly painted panels bound with lacquer and 

at brass lanterns, each of Which would 

ave filled a good-sized hogshead, nang from 
the celling. e went through splendid re- 
ception rooms and this sect of Buddhists 
have some of the finest of the Japanese 
temples. The art of Japan is connected with 
the temples and inthem are found the finest 
specimens of Japanese carving snd bronze 
work. We looked at the great bell of the 
temple, which is rung by a log of wood so held 
up by means of a rope that its end pointe 
against the iower part of the outside of the 
bell, and which is rang by a man pulling this 
log back and letting it strike againat the bell. 
We walked through the beautiful A 
garden and watched gold fishes of about five 
pounds each swimming by the hundreds 
within the lake in its center. 

We saw aservice being conducted in one of 
the ante-rooms by a Buddhist priest. From 
five hundred to a thousand bareheaded men, 
women and children in gowns sat On their bare 
heels on the floor and attentively listened to 
the priest, who read from manuscript his ser. 
mon. His reading was a sing-song drawl, but 
the audience was devout and the whole was 
not without its solemnity. Wethen went past 
the treasury of the temple. The priests sat be- 
hind little cage-like desks a foot high, and the 
crowds thronged around with their gifts with 
the pushing and crowding of a bank on a busy 
day Money was changed and gifts in kind 
were given, and from what 1 could see this 
branch of Buddhism seemed far from dead. 

THE CostT $8,000,000. 

I was the more surprised when our govern- 
ment guide took us to the other temple of this 
sect whichis now being built. It is to cost 
$8,000,000 when completed, and it will be fin- 
ished next 4 ay It has already been nine 
yearsin building, and its funds are made u 
entirely from the offerings of the ople. 
went into its * Imagine forty acres 
of land covered with low sheds, and in these 
sheds goeson the work of turning the great 
logs brought frem the Island of Formosa into 
the finest of carvings, and into the numerous 
pleces of wood Work whichgo to make up a 

reat Japanese temple. Everything is done 
57 hand. Logs four feet thick are sawed into 
boards by hand and great beams are carried 
by a score of men in couples 1 a 
wide roadway which hasbeen built from 
the ground tothe root of the temple. This 
temple will cover acres of ground. Five hun- 
dred men are now at work upon it, and work 
of all kinds goes on under its roof. This roof 
was put up upon great poles before the work 
was begun, and the scaffolding of this build- 
ing consists of tens of thousands of poles, 
which range in size from the thickness of a 
fat man’s body at the waist to that 
of a fishing rod. These are tied 
together with ropes and upon them 
these acres of roof are built. Here can be 
seen better than anywhere else in the world, I 
doubt not, the moves of architecture of the 
ancients. It is wonderful what man’s hand 
can do unaided by machinery. There are no 
steam engines, no derricks, and no machines 
ofany kind. Work upon this temple has been 
and is largely a labor of faith and love. The 
carpenters and carvers are Buddbists who 
come from all parte of the country to do vol- 
untary work for the temple, and one of the 
most striking objects of the whole of the 
building apparatus is the offering of women. 

THIS Is THE ROPES 

which have been used in hauling these im- 
mense logs, which make ap the material of 
the temple. They are numbered by the hun- 
dreds oi feet, andthe largest ot them are as 
big around as the thigh of a good-sized man. 
Great cables of brownish black. They hang 
in long strands from the roof to the first floor 
ofthe temple, making @ screen nearly one 
bundred feet high and twenty feet wide, so 
thick that they shut out the light. And these 
thousands of feet of big rope are made of 
what? They are entirely composed of 
buman hair Two hundred thousand women 
cut off their locks and gave them for this pur- 
pose as an offering to Buddha. The whole 
was braided together and the thin cords were 
retwisted until they became thick ones. The 
strands grew into ropes and the ropes became 
these massive cables. I fingered them with 
my hands and I tried to clasp them, but they 
were so large that my thumbs and fingers 
would not meet. 1 pressed my thumb 
upon them andy they were as 
hard simost as a cable of wire. 
They were dry. All the oil had gone out 
of the hair ana the whole looked more dead 
than alive. Still Icould see that all sorts of 
lives were wrapped up in this rope. Here the 
fine, silky, brown locks of the maiden were 
twined ‘A and out with those of the white- 
haired woman, and long strands were braided 
about short ones, andatthe end of the rope 
these different locks bad become 
loosened and they hung down like the 
tail of a horse of variegated colors. One 
cable alone contained the hair of two 
thousand women, and some of the smaller 
cables were worn thin, almost to breaking, by 
the immense strain that had been put upon 
them in the pulling of the logs. These ropes 
willbe kept in the temple, and when this 
great temple is completed they will have one 
of the bonored places among its relies. They 
are truly a monument of the desire of the 
women ofthe East for something better than 
they now have. 


IDOLATRY. 

In this letter is must be remembered that I 
have treated chiefly of Protestant Buddhism 
and that the sects of Buddhists are many. 
Idolatry in many of the temples seems to 
prevail, and the superstitions which exist 
among the Japanese worshipers would in 
the tellin more than fillthe columns of this 

aper. There is the Doctor Buddha 

ere, who if you put your fingers 
upon bis eyes and then anoint our 
sore ones will effect a cure. Who, if you have 
the stomachache and rab his wooden abdomen 
and then rub yours, will have the effect upon 
you of bi-carbonate of soda, and who, H you 
have a cold in the head, willrelieve you by the 
alternate rubbing of his nose and yours. There 
are little wooden or babies’ 
diseases, and big wooden 
Buddhas for desiring ebil- 
dren. In the andest temples at Nikko 
there is a sacred pony whom you may feed 
with holy beans at a cent a plate, and every 
other country temple has ite stone foxes 
which are worshiped. I find vestiges of the 
worship of twenty-five years ago, which will 
not bear telling in the newspapers, and the 
Shinto religion, which has in Japan 14,000 
temples, is made up of a combination of 
relying on the spirits of dead ancestors 
and of the worship of silver mirrors. Chris- 
tianity in the meanwhile has, I believe, come 
to Japan to stay. There are 60,000 Christians 
ot all kinds in Japan. There are many native 
self-supporting churches, and the missiona- 
ries are, as a class, bright, earnest men whose 
homes are refined and whose work is enthusi- 
astic and progressive.

EARLY DAYS OF THE WAR.

OCCURRENCES IN sr. LOUIS AT THE OUT- 
BREAK OF THE REBELLION. 


The Fremont Regime—Peculiar Methods of 
Obtainiag Funds—Tribulations of Pay- 
masters—Zagoni and the Bodyguard—A 
Mistake Corrected—The Fremont-Blair 
Imbroglio—An Unfortunate Official. 


HE citizens of St. Louis 

who were denizens of 

this city during 1861 and 

1862 will not soon forget 

the peculiar condition of 

the city atthat time. As 

the headquarters of mil- 

itary operations through- 

out the West and North- 

west, it contained more 

general and staff officers 

than any city west of the 

Alleghanies and uniforms 

were a common sight on 

évery street corner. The 

novelty of this soon wore off, but the novelty 

of their position to many of the wearers of the 

blue was by no means so readily overcome 

and for at leasta year after the commence- 

ment of hostilities the conduct of many of- 

ficers amply proved that they had no experi- 

ence of warfare and were completely ignorant 

of the proper manner of conducting their at- 
fairs. 

FREMONT AND HIS BODY-GUARD. 

Strange to say, the man who more often 

than anyone else violated military canons 

was an officer of the old army, Gen. John O. 

Fremont. The state which he maintained and 

the difficulty of obtaining access to him be- 

came a by-word in both military and civil 

circles, and was probably never equaled, 

either before or since, inthe history of tnis 

country. One of his first official acts 

was the formation of a personal body- 

guard, which he endeavored to make 

a corps d’elite. The steps taken to 

secure this end were rather remarkable. 

The first requisite for enrollment in the ranks 

of the guard was foreign birth. Germans and 

Frenchmen, as being too numerous, were 

looked upon with small favor, but the high- 

ways and byways of the city were diligently 

searched for Poles, Hungarians, Italians and 

Austrians, which nationalities Fremont espe- 

clally favored. The cavalry regiment thus 

formed was placed under the command of 

Col. Zagoni, a Hungarian refugee, who was 

popularly supposed to be an exiled nobleman. 

Zagoni spoke English with little or no 

ease, but was a man orf  »pileasing 

address and soon gained the complete confi- 

dence of his chief, being admitted at all times 


to the spacious mansion belonging to Coi. J. 
G. Brant and considered the handsomest 
house in the city, which Fremont had taken 
possession of for his beadquarters, and at the 
door of which two gigantic Hungarian dra- 
— stood on guard with drawn sabers. 
opular as be was with his chief be soon 
of bis brother officers 
of the line and staff by the  high- 
handed manner in which he carried 
out the orders of his commander, the arbi- 
trary and — nature of which was gener- 
ally ascribe to him. ‘‘Inter anna leges 
silent’’ was a motto continually on his lips, 
and the theory was put actively into practice. 
Fremont started out with the idea that Goy- 
ernment money was applicable to any Gov- 
ernment use, and the stories told by old om - 
cers of the trouble in which he involved him- 
self and the Government in consequence of 
this supposition are ludicrous enough. 
UNFORTUNATE PAYMASTER. 

Shortly after he assumed command it be- 
came necessary to obtain money for the pay- 
ment of the rent of several buildings occu- 
pied by the Government. Fremont handed 
Zagoni the bills and told him to see that they 
were paid. Zagoni knew that the Chief Pay- 
master had money, and knew nothing else 
about bis duties. 0 2 repaired to 
the headquarters of Col. H. L. Andrews, 
showed him the bilis and asked him for the 
cash. Andrews, surprised at such a request, 
informed him that he could not pay them; 
that the money in die possession was 
for the payment of the troops, and 
not for tne use of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department. This Zagoni could 
not be made to comprehend, and went off to 
Fremontinastate of great excitement. In 
an hour he reappeared and repeated his de- 
mand. Andrews explained that to comply 
with his request would amount to embezzie- 
ment. 

Put zat down on ze paper, said Zagoni, 
who was puzzled by the word embezzlement. 

Very well, said Andrews, writing it 
out; ‘‘perhaps you don’t understand me. I 
will go with you to Gen. Fremont and explain 
matters.’’ 

No you don't, replied Zagon!; Jou go 
wiz me to tze guard-house. You dont obey 
orders. I lock you up.. 

A file of men marched in, the indignant 
Colonel, in spite of his protests, was marched 
through the streets, Zagoni took possession of 
his funds, and turned them over to Fremont, 
who used them in liquidating such bills as he 
saw fit. Shortly afterwards, being again in 
want of funds, he seized the money in several 
banks, giving his receipt for it, but asking no 
questions as to hether or not it could be 
conveniently spared. 

SUBSISTING AN ARMY. 

The Fremont regime wag particularly severe 
on paymasters. In the winter of 186] a force 
was assembled at Sedalia, preparing to 
march on Price. The weather was cold, 
there were no supplies, and the troops were 
unprovided with proper clothing. The Gen- 
eral in command telegraphed to Fremont 
that he must have money to buy mules and 
food, and that the troops should be paid. 
The answer came back: 

I have sent you five paymasters. Have no 
Quartermasters, so when the paymasters 
reach you seize them, and take them alone. 

The astonished officer telegraphed for fur- 
ther instructions, but received in reply only a 
repetition of the former dispatch. here was 
nothing to be done, as the troops had to 
move, so when the paymasters made their 
appearance the commanding officer said: 

Gentlemen, you will have to make up your 
messes and come along with me. I have been 
ordered to take you along and squeeze you 
whenever I am hard up. 

The paymasters protested that they had 
et mayo duties elsewhere, but they had no 

elp for it, and they had to proceed with the 
troops, acting as paymasters, quarter-mas 
ters and eommissaries. The complication of 
accounts which arose from this peculiar mode 
of conducting business can be better imagined 
than described.

The troubles that arose between Gen. Fre- 
mont and Gen. Frank P. Blair, culminating in 
the confinement of the latter to his house

I know that Fremont would not set 
any of the adjacent water courses on fire, but 
before he came here believed that he had 
some sense, although very little.

Blalr's prophecy proved true, but Fremont 
was in the city long enough to witness a scene 
which was amusing to nearly everyone except 
himself and his favorite officer. A court mar- 
tial had been called, before which Zagoni and 
several of his fellow-countrymen were sum- 
moned as witnesses. In the course of the 
trial the fact was brought out that Zagoni, in- 
stead of being an exiled nobleman, had oc- 
cupied the more humble station of a tailor in 
his native country. Although no one thought 
any the less of him on this account, his un- 
concealed chagrin was so great as to cause 
universal hilarity, and hie self-esteem never 
fully recovered from tne biow. 

AN UNSOLICITED CHARGE. 

The general ignorance of the scope and ex- 
tent ofthe military authority prevalent dur- 
ing the early part of the war often led to se- 
rious consequences and on one occasion came 
near putting an end to the life of a gentieman 
who has since occupied hich official position 
under the United States Government in this 
city. During the autumn of 1861 his duties, 
connected with the Treasury Department, 
called himto Paducah, Ky. At that time a 
Brigadier-General by the name of Payne was 
in command of the Federal forces at Paducah, 
and was carrying things with a high hand, 
imprisoning and executing supposed spies 
and trajtors rightand left. His conduct was 
such asto cause his removal within a few 
weeks, but while in power his name 
was a terror throughout the _ district 
over which he held sway. The St. Louis offi- 
cial had just landed from the steamboat and 
was standing on the porch of one of the prin- 
otpal hotels, when a man rushed out and 
called to Payne, who was passing, saying: 

„General, oy going to kill me to-night 
ae lama Union man. I want protec- 
tion.’ 

Tou shall have it, said f, ne. Turning to 
the new arrival be said: Imake you re- 
sponsible for that man. If anything happens 
to bim you die in the morning.’’ 

But, General, repiled the astonished 
gentieman, ‘‘lam a stranger here. I never 
saw this man before and don’t know him.’’ 

2 George, you had better know him, for 
if he is hurt you swing,’’ shouted Payne, aud 
moved off, utterly refusing to listento the 
agonized attempts at explanation by the un- 
fortunate traveler. 

A very few inquiries were sufficient to con- 
vince the latter that if anything should chance 
to happen to the gentleman placed under his 
charge, the prospects of his decorating a gal- 
lows before he oould find an opportunity of 
offering an explanation were most excelient. 
He therefore concluded that his only 
safety lay in flight, but to mis 
horror discovered that thé last boat 
had left, and that there was no means of leav- 
ing the city until morning. He, however, 
learned that a tug would leave that night for 
St. Louis from a point tweive miles down the 
river. No conveyance could be obtained, the 
roads were quagmires, and night was fast ap- 
proaching. The trip to the tug on foot was by 
no means an enticing one, but the near pros- 
pees of the gallows was even more disagreea- 

le, and accordingly the unhappy official set 
out on his lonely walk. After losing his way 
several times and a about in the 
swamps he at length reached his destination, 
more dead than alive, and steamed off for 8t.

“BLACK BART,” THE BANDIT. 
The Notorious Lone Highwayman Who Is 
Robbing Stage Coaches. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., December 1.—But last 
January Black Bart was released from State’s 
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Black Bart. 
prison and onthe 27th of last July the stage 
going from Beiber, Modoc County, to Red- 
ding, Shasta County, was stopped by one 
man, armed with a six-shovter. The driver 
had to give over the mail bag and Wells- 
Fargo treasure box. The solitary stage rob- 


ber probably got between $300 and #00. The 
mysterious bandit was hea of no more until 
the Sth of November. Then he cropped up in 
front of the Downieville and Nevada City 
stage near Niggar Tent. He made a better 
hauithistime, getting, besides some coin, a 
gold bar worth $2,200. This bar, which was 
six and three-quarter inches long, was 
marked H. Scammon.’’ 

A week ago yesterday the lone robber’s pis- 
tol pointed at the driver of the stage that runs 
from Eureka to Ukiab. He ransacked seven 
sacks of mailand the treasure-box. The lat- 
ter contained nearly $700, and there was prob- 
ably $1,000 in the mail. The detectives aro ex- 
pecting to hear of another similar robbery at 
any moment, and whenthey do they expect to

A great many odd stories are told about the 
‘famed scoundrel, and there are many ladies 
whochbanced to be passengers on the coaches he 
robbed who will remember the polite and gen- 
tlemanly robber. His real name is Charles E. 
Bolies and he was born in Jefferson County, 
N. V., in 1830. The first stage-robbery he is 
known to have committed was in July, 1875, 
when he held up the stage running from Son- 
ora to Milton, but it was not until August 3, 
1878, that particular attention was directed to 
his peculiar methods. On that day the stage 
from Fort Ross to Russian River was robbed. 
On one of the waybills the robber wrote the 
oft quoted verse signed ‘‘Black Bart, the P. 
0 * 


He kept on robbing stages in the counties of 
Mendocino, Sonoma, Yuba, Sierra, Butte, 
Shasta and Trinity in pretty much the same 
fashion, and without particular incident until 
June 13, 1882, when he halted the Lockport 
and Oroville Stage. 

George Hackett, the express manager, fired 
a shot at the road agent which struck bim on 
the forehead. But the shot glanced off, ana 
the only result was to mark the robber for 
life with a deep dent on his skull. Black Bart 
did not return the fire, but escaped into the 
brush. Within three months, however, he 
was at it again. Haif a dozen more rob- 
beries and large offers of reward made 
every officer in the northern part of 
the State wild to fina the bandit, who 
had been seen and described so many 
times. His method of attacking a stage was 
always the same, A jump from the side of the 
road brought him in front of the lead horses, 
which sheitered him from the fire of the mes- 
senger or driver. His double-barreled shot- 
gun would cover those on the box, and they 
would seidom fail to throw out the treasure 
chest and the mail. 

His politeness to passengers, particularly to 
ladies, contributed as much to his notoriety as 
his criminal expioits. He always had an old 
ax with which to open the treasure box and a 
sharp knife for the mail bags.

A GENERAL REVIEW OF THE SITUATION 
IN PRODUCE AND FINANCIAL CIRCLES. 


An Unsatisfactory Wheat Market—Armour 
Carrying the Stock—Possibility of His 
Running a Deal—Important Meeting of 
Millers—The Condition of Corn—The Po- 
sition of Provisions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPpatcu. 
5 HICAGO, December 
La-1, 8.—The movement 
| of wheat at this 
point continues to 
be remarkably light, 
notwithstanding the 
* eomparatively high 
prices, which con- 
tinue to prevail. The 
receipts at Chicago 
during the week ag- 
gregated 183,350 bu, 
agalnet 464,154 bu for 
the corresponding 
week of last year, 
and shipments were 
only 93,181 bu, as compared with 149,062 in the 
parallel week of 1887. The course of prices 
bas been irregular and like the course of 
some melodies, which, starting quiet and 
low, gradually swell and increase in volume 
and sound, reach their climax, and again 
sink tothe level ofthe opening strain. The 
tune played by the wheat market, however, 
during the past week has pleased neither 
bulls nor bears, being pitchedin too low a 
key for the former, and being altogether too 
higb and discordant to give pleasure or profit 
to the other party. May, which continues to 
monopolize the principal part of the specula- 
tive transactions, struck its lowest point— 
$1.084—on Monday and Tuesday, reached the 
top ofthe swell, $1.11% on Wednesday and 
receded to $1.08% on Saturday, closing at 
$1.08%, which is WC lower than 
the first quotation of the week, which was 
$1.09 and only %c above its lowest point. The 
buying was done by the strongest films on the 
floor, and the general crowd of local scalpers 
were the sellers. There was no evidence of 
any of the heavy holders of Wheat having let 
loose their recent purchases, and the concen- 
tration of the cash article in the hands of par- 
tles abundantly able to keep it protected 
against bear raids is a feature which makes 
sellers very wary in their oper- 
ations, and quick to seek shel- 
ter when the breeze happens to 
blow an item of bull news into their midst. 
Armour, whose name is a tower of strength to 
whichever side he lends his aid, is reported to 
be carrying heavy lines of cash wheat, both in 


Chicago and New York, and it is significant 
that the inducement to such an investment of 


capital is not attractive from any mere profit 
in the carrying charges. He could find abun- 


dant use and more profitable employment for 


his money at the season of the year in 
his enormous provision business, and 
the question is being asked in an 
anxious way, why should he prefer 
the apparently less profitable investment of 
his capital? ‘‘in ways that are dark and tricks 


that are vain’ ’ Mr. Armour can lay away over 
any citizen of the flowery land who ever hid.a 
card up his sleeve, and itis in accordance 
with bis usual tactics to lay his plans for a 
future deal many months ahead of its cul- 
mination. The dullness of the flour market 
and the, so far, open winter, together with 
the heavy marketings of spring wheat in the 
Northwest, mn) pene ae. induce present hold- 
ers to drop out of the deal, and in such a case 
what better opportunity could be desired by 
an operator of Mr. Armour’s caliber.

The above pretty well illustrates the present 
condition of the grain markets, especially the 
highest-priced cereal, wheat. During the 
past week wheat had its ups and downs, and 
there were more downs than ups to it, May 
closing yesterday lde below the preceding 
Saturday and only %c above $1.07, which was 
the lowest point reached during the week. It 
touched $1.07 last Monday, but gradually 
struggied up through hard muscular 
labor by the bulls and some strong news that 
didn’t pan out well in the end until on 
Wednesday it struck $1.09%. Since then the 
market has been sagging down and finally 
ended very weak with every indication of still 
lower prices next week. One great trouble 
with the long side is, there no outside buying. 
The deadness of speculation makes the mar- 
ket very heavy. When grain is left to the 
tender mercy (7) of what is known as local 
talent, it usually has a pretty 
hard time of it and just now 
pit traders have exclusive control. As for 
some time past, the temper of St. Louis 
operators, at least the great majority of them, 
is extremely bearish. They attack the market 
and pound it down upon every indication of 
weakness, and they buy slowly and reluc- 
tantly and only when they are forced to. Bull 
news has not been plentiful. The expected 
falling off in receipts at the Northwest didn’t 
come to pass, and though receipts at all

Sale of the President—Encouraging Reports 
From Other Mines.

WHAT HO FOR THE FERRY 


A HISTORY OF THE RISE AND DECLINE OF 
ST. LOUIS FERRIES. 


The First Ferry Between St. Louis and Un- 
nois—In a Narrow Piroque With a Lone 
Oarsman—The Double Piatform System 
—Horse- Power Utilized—steam’s Advent 
—Seme Old Boats—The Decline, 


EARLY one hundred 
years nave elapsed since 
the first ferryman began 
to carry passengers from 
St. Louis to the Illinois 
shore. There were no 
deep-toned whisties to 
hail the arrival of the 
boat. Columns of thick 
biack smoke did not 
Hess ascend in clouds to tar- 
eT nish the heavens; only 4 
— piroque or canoe grated 
on the gravelly shore and 
the trip was ended. No gang planks were 
run out; no roustabouts surged around mer- 
chandise bestrewn decks, but the passengers, 
if any, stepped over the gunwale of the canoe 
onto the yielding sand.

was first attracted to the present site of Chel- 
tenham by its sulphur springs. Being only 
six miles frum the city, its romantic 
woods and medicinal waters soon became an 
attraction for the more ambitious picnickers 
and pleasure seekers, and a hotel was built. 
The railroads not as yet rendering the distant 
watering- places as accessible as they now are 
people staid nearer home, and the Cottage 
Hotel at Sulphur Springs, called Cheltenham 
in honor of her European counterpart, became 
the stylish resort for fashionable St. Louis. 
Fine carriages came and went through the 


tenham witnessed the building of the St. 
Louis Smelting and Reducing-works, to be 
used in smelting the Missouri lead ores. As 
business expanded, however, ore was brought 
from greater and greater distances, until now 
Old Mexico furnishes almost the entire sup- 
ply. In the three large blast-furnaces the 
gold, silver and lead are ireed irom useless 
minerals; zincisthen added and the whole 
molten mass poured into huge bowls, from the 
top of which the precious metals are skimmed 
with the zinc, leaving only the pure lead be- 
hind. The zinc is next expelled by great heat, 
and the silverand gold molded into bars is 
shipped to New York, London and Paris for 
coin metal.

HOW HE DOES IT. 

Jedra Palmer, an old fellow who was about 
Virginia City in the days of the Comstock 
boom, used to size up the successful mining 
man this way: 

‘**Taint always ther feller that calls whisky 
by the most namesez is ther best worker. 
It’s ther citizen ez knows how to 
keep nis mouth shut when he’s 
got a good thing, and how 
to talk when he’s handling a fake. The 
quaint philosophy of Jedra has a great deal 


more truth in it than appears on the surface, 
as will be seen from the transactions detailed 
in this article. 

‘*Salting’’ a mine doesn’t come from either 
the Greek or the Latin. It is pecullariy an 
American idiom, possibly the invention of a 
man who could not read or write, as many of 
the words in common use are. It had its 
— or use, in 49, on the Coast, when 
within a month after the arrival of the first 
41 in search of gold, a ‘‘saiter’’ was rung 
n on a New Yorker who had come around the 
Horn tothe new gold fields. A year later a 
sharp American introduced it in Australia and 
was esteemed a benefactor to humanity for 
doing so. Itnextturned up in South Africa 
and flourished in all mineral countries until 
the law stepped in and it was branded as a 
‘‘eswindling game“ designed to defraud. 
It has been subject toa great many improve- 
ments since then and flourishes even to-day, 
under many names and in many guises. The 
modus operandi savors in its resulte of leger- 
demain, consisting of making people believe 
there is gold or silver in a mine when there 
isn’t. Another way is to get a mine that don’t 
produce anything but dirt and in 
teresting geological formations, and 
put mineral in it. This is 
the most popular. A clever man can invest 
$5,000 ina mine, or atleastin good ore from 
another mine, and make it pay a big profit. A 
couple of tons of rich ore Sud ieloasly 
distributed in a ‘‘hole’’ will bear 
inspection and gain confidence. The 
simple miner puts his price way up 
and his Eastern customers bid him 
down, just as he intended.

A BOGUS DIAMOND FIELD. 

Oae of the most remarkable ‘‘salting’’ feats, 
as well as profitable investments of $50,000, 
was the planting of a diamond fieid in the 
middie part of Colorado by a couple 
of eharpers fifteen ears ago. he 
two men who worked it and gained the admi- 
ration of all subsequent workers laid out 880, 
000, which one of them had inherited in En- 
gland, in rough, uncut diamonds, one of them 
journeying to Africaforthem. A great many 
ofthe stones were small, with a few really 
good ones among them. Taking this precious 
cargo thet invaded the mountains 
of Colorado aud seiectin an isolated 
untraveled field in Middle Park, ‘‘salted’’ 
an acre of rough ground by shooting the 
stones into the earth withashot gun.

The Care of Books. 


From the Book Lover. 

The man who doesn’t take good care of his 
books doesn’t deserve to have any. I find the 
following in my scrap-book. The writer must 
have areal affection for books; something of 


the maternal instinct: 

„When books are being dusted do not im- 
pute too much common sense to those who 
are doing the work. Take their ignorance 
for granted, and tell them at once never to 
lift any book by one of its corners. That 
treatment is sure to strain the back, 
and it will certainly be found thatthe weight 
of the volume bas been miscalculated, and 
the volume will fall, which will not tend to 
its improvement. Your female heip too dearly 
loves a good tall pile to work at, and, asa 
rule, her ideas of the center of gravity are 
scarcely strictly accurate, leading often toa 
general downfall and the damage of many 
a corner. Again, if not supervised and in- 
structed, she is very aptto rub the dust into 
instead of off the edges. Each volume 
should be held tightly. so as to prevent the 
leaves from gaping, and then wiped from the 
back tothe fore edge. A soft brush will be 
found useful ifthere is much dust. The whole 
exterior should also be rubbed with a soft 
cloth, and then the covers should be opened 
and the hinges of the binding examined, for 
mildew will assert itself both inside and out- 
side certain books,and that most pertinacious- 
ly. It has unaccountable likes and dislikes. 
Some bindings seem positively to invitedamp, 
and mildew will attack these when no other 
books on the same shelf show any signs of it.“

THE PASSING SHOWS PROVIDED FOR THE 
ST. LOUIS AMUSEMENT LOVERS. 


—— 


The Fiaseo of the French Engagement—At- 
tractions for the Coming Week-—Good 
Tragedy and Delightful Comedy Prom- 
ised—Gossip About Players and Singers— 


ITHOUT doubt the 
most complete failure 
trom a financial stand- 
point that has been re- 
corded in the history 
of the imported drama 
in 8t. Louis was the 
engagement of Coque- 
lin and Hading, at the 

> Grand Opera-house. 
It was a fiasco from 
beginning to end, the 
dGistingnished French 
artists playing prac- 
tically to empty bench- 
es on every night ex- 
cept one, and then the 
custom of St. Louis 
2 society of turning out 
for fashion’s sake, 


broke the rule of the week. 

A little has been written concerning the 
cause of this nipping frost, as the theatrical 
people themselves would call it. The treat- 
ment which Americans have received from 
foreign companies and from the mana- 
gers of foreign companies accounts for 
it in part, but back of these is 
the impression of the people that the theater 
is essentially a place of entertainment. The 
masses of theater-goers refuse to accept the 
drama on a purely artistic basis and to pay out 
large prices for the sake of instruction in the 
highest forms of dramatic art. They 
are not satisfied with the forms of 
art on the stage, with rare intel 
gence of conception and brilliancy of 
execution. They want to be tickled into 
laughter by humor or touched into tears by 
pathos. The drama is to them animated fic- 
tion which presents a story laughable or 
touching or thrilling. If it be Illustrated and 
adorned by refined art so much the better, 
but for dramatic art in the abstract they have 
neither the patience to analyze it northe de- 
votlon to pay dearly for the study of it. 

It is only in a limited sense that the art of 
the stage is universal, like the art of painting 
or sculpture, because it depends so much on 
spoken language and the method of express- 
ing language for its full effect. It requires a 
fine intelligence and strong love of dramatic 
art to be content with that much of its reflec- 
tion of lite and character which is contained 
in make-up, gesture and facial expression. 

A select few may pay for the drama ina 
language foreign to them for the sake 
of art in the abstract; a few more 
will be added to this few by 


curiosity to see the artist or by the desire to 
be in the swim of fashion. These classes 
complete the supporters of this kind of dra- 
matic entertainment To a certain extent 
painting, sculpture and literature are gov- 
erned by the same limitations. Allintelligent 
people may regret the fact, but it exists, and 
Coquelin and Hading ran against it. 

Of course all rules are wiped out when 
genius and notoriety are combined, as in the 
case of a Bernhardt, butthe rule with regard 
to foreign artists playing engagements in 
their own tongue in this country bears out 
the experience of the past week. 

M. Coquelin is famous fora certain line of 
comedy work. He isathorough artist and 
bis methods are exquisite in point of intelli- 
gent and careful detail, He is certainly mis- 
mated with Mme. Hating and in his own 
country would not consent to let his reputa- 
tion stand on his work in any role which he 
assumes when he ek eee with Mme. Hading. 
It is extremely donbtful if he would consent 
to appear in any one of them and his fame in 
this country has been largely the outgrowth 
of judicious advertising since his tour has 
been in contemplation. 

As to Mme. Hading, she is not to de com 
pared with Bernbardt. Onerepresents genius 
and the other fairly well-trained talent. She 
is a beautiful woman and a charming artist, 
yet not without faults, but she is not at the 
head ofthe stage in her owa country, and 
therefore cannot expect to be regarded as a 
remarkable actress here. 

It is undoubtedly to be regretted that these 
artists were not accorded a better reception, 
because everything genuine and admirabie on 
the stage is to be commended and encouraged, 
but it is useless to scold people for not sacri- 
ficing their money for what does not please 
them and at the bottom of the failure lies the 
mistake of the managers in not sounding 
renee A the public temper. 

Meanwhile, unfortunate as it may seem to 
those who view the stage from the solar walks 
of art in the abstract, The Paymaster,’’ 
with its realistic tank and its simple fove 
story, Zig-Zag, with its sheer nonsense and 
rough borse- play, music and dancing and 
variety entertainment, drew bundreds who 
understood what was taking place, and what 
was said on the stage where the artistic 
French performances drew one. 


It isa pleasure to weleome this week two 
American artists of genuine merit, 
high accomplishments and brillant 
talent in Louis James and Marie 
Wainwright. In the days of monot- 
onous siush, affectation and pretense they 
represent the legitimate drama given by 
trained artists and jalso depend on their own 
talents and endeavors for their effects, They 
are the exponents of the best results of the 
American stage and ord opportunities for 
delightful revivals of classic comedies and 
tragedies. Their engagement begins this 
evening at the Olympic Theater.

BERNHARDT BEHIND THE SCENES. 


How She Conducts Herselfin Her Dressing- 
Room in Vienna. 


From the St. James Gazette. 

A lady contributor to a Vienna newspaper 
gives an interesting account of a pleasant lit- 
tle interview which she has had with Sarah 
Bernhardt, who is now delighting by her per- 
formances the gay inhabitants of the Austrian 
capital. Mme. Bernhardt, we are told, likes, 
after the French fashion, to receive and to 
chat with visitors behind the scenes in the in- 


tervals between the acts. ‘‘It refreshes me,’’ 
she yo In this, remarks the writer, she 
differs from Austrian actresses. The majority 
of these are so nervous that when they are en- 
aged to play an important part in the even- 
ng they never receive a visit during the day 
nor converse with any stranger. Mme. Bern- 
hardt ‘‘does the honors’’ with the utmost 
amiability. 
She instantly surrenders the only chair 
which her private room contains. Apprvach- 
ing the mirror, which she has surrounded 
witu half a dozen candles in order to study 
the effects of light, she quietly finishes her 
toilette. It never occurs to her to make a se- 
cret of any one of its thousand little arts; and 
laughingly replies to the visitor’s anxious 
question whether her presence disturbs: 
What an idea! There are no secrets bere. 
M knows that we paint and powder 
for the stage. Meantime she chats away 


about all sorts of things, and willingly con- ; 


fesses that she is attered when any 
one praises her dresses. ‘‘I love my 
dresses, shesays: 1 take such interest in 
them; it makes me glad to think of them, and 
to arrange them.’’ Mme. Bernhardt relates 
that she (in this how unlike most other 
women !) has for years remained true to the 
same dressmaker, and has never had a quar- 

i with her. 

Here the business manager arrives and in- 
formethé artist of the distinguished persons 
who are to be found among the audience in 
the theater. Mme. Bernhardt had requested 
this information, for on the occasion of 
her debut’ in The Lady ot the OCa- 
mellias,’’ she was in despair because, 
through ignorance of their presence, she 
had not made a special bow to the 
Crown Prince and Frincess, who had hon- 
ored the performance by their attendance. 
She inquires — dl each evening whether 
any actor is present from the Imperial Thea- 
ter, and always asks to be informed where the 
artists of that establishment, when present, 
are seated, as also as to the whereabouts of 
the newspaper critics, so that she may bring 
them beneath her glances during the progress 
ofthe play. And now comesin the stage 
manager, to annourfce that the stage is all 
ready to begin. The interviewer has still time 
to ask the actress what she thinks of the 
tollettes of the Vienna ladies. The answer 
was crushing. Mme. Bernhardt found that 
the Austrian ladies’ style of dress was bold 
and startling. ‘‘But,’’ she added, diplomat- 
ically, ‘‘it suits them; and, moreover, they 
seldom exceed the bounds of good taste. 

The actress here left for the stage, her maid 
supporting her train and an attendant follow- 
ing with a small glass containing glycerine 
which Sarah declares an unfailing means of 
— pepiry tee and clearing the vuice, ‘‘Itis 
really not bad,’’ she says, as in friendly fash- 
ion she offers a few drops to those around to 
taste, an offer which no one seems disposed to 
avail himself of. Here the actress catches her 
stage cue, and hastens forward after a h 
‘‘au revoir. She plays without the aid ofa 
prompter, who nevertheless is at his post, but 
only for the assistance of the others. A quar- 
ter of an hour later the actress returns to her 
dressing-room trembling, deathly pale, real 
tears coursing down her cheeks, and says 
faintly, ‘‘Like the Lady of Camellias, I have 
often wept whole nights. But her weakness 
soon disappears, and five minutes later Mme. 
Bernhardt is again the pleasant hostess in her 
room amid her magnificent dresses.

COLD POTATOES, 


And Nine Ways in Which to Prepare Them 
for Use. 

There are many families, writes D. M. M. in 
Good Housekeeping, who never make any use of 
potatoes left from dinner; there are others 
who use the whole boiled and throw away the 
mashed. There is no vegetable which may be 
made into more savory forms than the potato. 
Of the various ways of frying there need be 


but little mention. The whole ones cut in 
four large slices are very good broiled over 
coals. 

LYONNAISE POTATOES are prepared by cut- 
ting cold potatoes into small pleces, season 
with salt and pepper, add one teaspoonsfuil of 
2 parsiey. Puta teaspoonful of butter 
on the fire in a saucepan; when hot add a slice 
of onion; fry brown; add potatoes and fry a 
light brown. 

SCALLOPED POTATOES.—For one quart of 
potatoes cut very small, allow a large cupful 
of milk. Makea cream of the milk, one tea- 
spoonful of flour and one tablespoontul of 
butter. When it is thick puta saves of potato 
in a baking dish, season with saltand pepper 
and pour on alittle of the cream. Continue 
until all is used. Cover the top with rolled 
cracker crumbs and bits of butter. Bake 
twenty minutes. Serve in the baking dish. 

POTATOS WITH CHEESE—-Cut six cold potatoes 
into dice. Make a sauce by melting two table- 
g poonat ul of butter; add two tablespoonful of 
flour and pour on slowly one cupful of white 
stock and one cupful of milk; season with salt 
and pepper and add four heaped tablespoons- 
ful of grated cheese. Put a layer of potato 
into a baking tin, and pepper; cover with 
sauce, and so continue unltil all is used, 
Sprinkle with buttered crumbs, and brown in 
the oven. 

POTATO SALAD.—One of the best methods of 
serving cold potatoes isto make them into 
salad. Cut them in any convenient form, add 
one small onion finely chopped and a little 
celery. Mix thoroughly with a dressing made 
as follows: Break into a bowl the yolks of 
three eggs, add a pinch of red pepper, a tea- 
spoonful of made mustard, a teaspoonful of 
salt, and beat hard. Add of best oil, beating 
constantly, enoughto make the dressing as 
thick as cake batter, alternating occasionally 
with a few drops of sharp vinegar. Finish by 
adding one cupful of thick cream—sweet or 
sour.
